Mr Robinson, of the Waverly Heating Company of Boston who 
control all original Magee patterns for furnace repairs, 
reports that the combustion chamber for this heater is not 
available. 


Temporary repairs were made both to inside of firepot and 
combustion chamber. Also to outside of combustion chamber. 
These repairs were made with black asbestos cement and 
brick, 


These repairs while temporary should make the furnace gas 
tight for at least the remainder of the heating season un- 
less other defects should develop. 


Tried several firms for prices, data ete for possible re- 
placement. Waverly Heating Company and American Radiator 
Company have no furnaces of any kind on hand and none in 
sight. Brown Wales Company had only one furnace and that

If, 1 however, mite Cine Rin make written ese to said Engineers for conte time a reason et any 
delay caused by the Owner_..., Engineers, or other Contractor... employed by the Owner... upon the work, 
or by reason of damage caused by fire, or other unavoidable casualty, or by general strikes or lockouts caused 
by employees, and such claim be made within the forty-eight hours next succeeding the beginning of the 
event causing such delay, said Engineers shall determine what additional time, if any, shall be allowem 
and the time so fixed by them shall be added to the time above specified. 


Art. VII. If, in the opinion of said Engineers, the Contractor... shall fail to make delivery, or fail 
to proceed with the work so as to be able satisfactorily to complete the same according to the terms of this 
contract, the Owner___ may so notify the Contractor. in writing, and said Owner__. shall, at the expiration 
of three days from the sending of such notice, be at liberty to take possession of the work and all materials 
and apparatus used in connection therewith in order to complete this contract, and may charge any loss or 
damage occasioned thereby to said Contractor__.. 


Art. VIII. Upon notice of any lien or other claim growing out of work or materials furnished under 
this contract, the Owner_.. may withhold from any sum due, or to become due hereunder, a sufficient 
amount to cover any such liability. 


Art. [X. Watver or Liens. The Contractor —. agreeS. when required to obtain waivers of liens from 
any and all persons or companies furnishing labor or material for the premises described herein for 
__...158._.aecount, and the contractor. also agreeS.. to waive all claims or rights of liens, which may arise, 
due to_..-.-- ot having performed labor or furnished material for the work described herein. 


Art. X. Any controversy arising under this contract, except in relation to such matters, the final 
determination of which is left exclusively to the Engineers, may be submitted to arbitration; one arbitrator 
to be appointed by the Owner... one by the Contractor_... and these two to select a third. The decision of 
a majority of such arbitrators shall be the decision of the board, and the expense of such arbitration shall 
be evenly divided and paid by the parties hereto. 


This contract shall be binding upon the parties hereto, their heirs, successors, executors, administrators, 
and assigns.
